24.— It 
generally admitted that most diseases 
of the respirator tract are of bacterial 
origin. Under normal conditions fowls 
resist infection; 
that 
is, 
ordinarily 
they do not suffer from colds or cat­ 


arrh. 
If, however, their resistance is 
lowered they then become subject to 
any one of a number of diseases. 
The fowl’s “ resistance” or power to 
ward off colds, catarrh, etc., may be 
lowered by any of a number of causes, 
such as the presence of 
worms 
and 
lice; improper feeding, 
drafts, 
etc. 
Perhaps by far the greatest cause is 
occasioned by exposure 
to 
extremes 
in temperature. 
Sudden changes 
in 
temperature from high to low or from 
low to high, predisposes the fowls to 
“ catch” cold. 
Fowls can stand either 
low temperature or high temperature, 
but the change from a low tempera­ 
ture to a high temperature, or vice 
versa, must be a gradual one. 
Sudden changes in temperature may 
he brought about by iwo very common 
causes; by the fowls over-crowding at 
night, or by roosting in drafts. 
Fowls 
can not adjust themselves 
readily 
to 
sudden extremes of 
temperature 
be­ 
cause they have no sweat glands. Even 
if they did have sweat glands, the sud- 
deu extreme in 
temperature 
would 
lower their resistance and thereby en- 
\ courage bacterial infection. It jg neces­ 
sary, therefore, to prevent the fowls 
from overcrowding and also to keep 
them out ot drafts. This may be done 
b> proper methods of 
housing

yesterday by Frank Taft, a squatter 
near here, before Taft was killed by 
Sergt. Fitzgerald, after a sieae of an 
hour and a half in which policemen.] 
deputy sheriffs and bluejackets from 
the United States torpedo boat Hen­ 
ley tried to capture Taft. 
The sheriff accompanied by a dep­ 
uty and a policeman, went to T a ft’s 
shanty to arrest him on an order for 
contempt of court. 
W hen the officers 
informed Taft of their mission 
he 
picked up a shotgun and 
fired 
at 
them. 
The sheriff dropped to 
the 
floor 
mortally wounded. 
Mrs. Taft, who 
had admitted the sheriff fled from the 
shanty, and Taft ran to the roof with 
a rifh and a liberal supply of ammu­ 
nition. 
Police re-enforcements soon arrived 
and the shanty was surrounded. Taft, 
smoking a pipe, fired several shots, 
which were returned by the police 
and deputy sheriffs. 
After five men 
had been wounded by the squatter, 
Sergt 
Fitzgerald obtained an auto­ 
matic rifle from the torpedo boat and 
ordered Taft to surrender. 
Taft fired at Fitzgerald and the lat- 
ter, a former United States soldier, re­ 
turned the fire. 
Taft fell dead on the 
roof of the shanty. 
Besides the sheriff, Taft shot the 
following: 
Sergt. Fitzgerald, shot in the leg. 
Patrolm an John Durkin, shot in the 
neck, hip and back. 
Patrolman John Fox, shot in the left 
leg 
Patrolman John Kerrigan, shot In

Taft was known as a recluse and 
vas suspected of boing mentally un­ 
balanced.

To vote in a precinct outside of the 
county where a voter lives he may go 
to any voting booth where he happens 
to tx*, tell the judges that he w ants to 
vote an absen.ee ballot:

his residence is; then the judges will 
furnish him a ballot with all the nation­ 
al electo’s and state office candidates 
printed on it, but the oilier offices will 
bt* left blank; he will write these in 
himself.
